ARE OUR MEN NEEDED ? 


It is wifficult to reconcile the 
urgent call for men made by the 
King ‘with, the announcement 
from the Dominion Government 
that Canada is sending along 
men as rapidly as the war cilice 
asks for them.

Canadians are recruiting quite 
rapidly.

Why,then, does not the im- 
perial government ask for the 
Canadian troops? That is a 
question which the Canadian peo-
